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Ice arena plans 
moving ahead

‘The proposed ice arena off Main 
Street in Wilmington is on its way 
to becoming a reality. 

Members of the Wilmington 
Arena Association met with 
representatives of the architectural 
firm Arthur Choo Associates and 
the project's general contractor 
Arthur Smith Monday night to 
accept the design plans of the 1600 
seat capacity ice rink. 

According to the plan, the rink 
surface will measure 85 feet by 200 
feet. The building will allow for 
seats on either side of the rink with 
a second floor on one end of the 
arena. Right now, the parking area 
is zoned for a five to one ratio for 
spectator parking, said Associaton 
chairman Jim Gillis. 

The final concept, added Gillis; is 
“still undecided” and will depend 
on extra funding that comes 
through and the business plan, 
which should be finalized within a 
month's time. 

Businessman Bernard Ristuccia 
has already turned over half a 
million dollars for construction of 
the arena, which will be named for 
this late wife Elinor.

line. These complaints - the same 
expressed to the board a few weeks 
ago - along with others were passed 
on to EOCD by North Reading 
selectmen two weeks ago. 

WHA Chairman Kevin McMillan 
said, in discussing low water 
pressure with Paul Duggan, 
Superintendent of the water 
department, he discovered one 
possible factor contributing to the 
problem may be the size of the line. 

He also thought it was “amusing” 
that the North Reading Housing 
Authority is considering a one acre 
parcel of land on Burroughs Road 
for one of its own family homes. 
This is the*road which leads 
directly into the Lost Colony and 
which has flooding problems, 
according to area residents. 

Buckley said further site tests 
were done and "so far, everything 
looks fine” on the three lots set 
aside for the homes.

Members are also 
looking at incorporating some type 
of health club with Naautilus 
equipment and sauna and an 
all-purpose room for aerobics into 
the plan. This could be largely 
underwritten by selling family 


memberships to community 
residents, if the int is there. 
The arena is ‘slated"for use by 


Wilmington Youth Hockey, the 
figure skating ¢lub, school athletic 
department, and the Wilmington 


Recreation Department. 
“Our thinking at this time,” added 
Gillis, "is once the needs of the 
community are satisfied, the 
Association may open the rink to 
other groups like Tewksbury 
Youth Hockey, for example.” 

Still under discussion is what to 
do with the rink in the warmer 
months. Members went over 
whether they should run a summer 
ice program or shut down the ice 
and make room for such activities 
as roller skating, indoor tennis, or 
flea market type activities, said 
Gillis. 

The main thing is that the arena 
“will provide a lot of benefits to the 
total community,” explained Gillis. 

In the weeks ahead, test holes will 
be dug on the land to test the soil to 
determine how wide the platforms 
have to be to support cement. The 
Association. will meet with Smith 
on Friday to discuss a construction 
timetable. And the organization, 
said Gillis, anticipates doing a cost 
analysis study and some fundraising 
to reduce the cost to groups using 
the rink. 


Girls soccer

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State Treasurer's list_ 
of unclaimed money 


State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
has announced that his office is 
attempting to return nearly $1 
million to 4,000 Massachusetts 
under the state's unclaimed money 
law. 

Crane said that this money has 
been reported to the Treasury by 
insurance companies doing business 
within the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts. Included in the proceeds 
are unpaid life insurance benefits, 
unpaid benefits on health and 
liability insurance policies, pension 
and customer over- 
payments. 

Under Massachusetts’ unclaimed 
money law, accounts which have 
been dormant for at least five years 
are deemed to be abandoned and 
must be reported to the Treasury. 
The Treasury Dept. then tries to 
locate the rightful owner of legal 
heirs to return the money. 

“Many of these accounts 


represent the cash value of life 
insurance policies which the 
owners do not realize they are 
entitled to claim,” Crane said. "My 
office is making every reasonable 
effort to locate the owners or legal 
heirs to return these funds to those 
who are due them.”

The Stickney Well 


Trichloroethylene (TCE) is a colorless and tasteless liquid 
which is to be found as a part of certain cleaning fluids, both 
household and mechanical. Mechanics who clean parts or tools 
may use an oily type of cleaner in which there is TCE. Painters 
cleaning their paint brushes do the same thing, at least at times. 
There are (or were) household cleaners which contained TCE in 
recent years, as well as products to dissolve sludge in septic 
systems. 

TCE is listed as a carcinogen. Carcinogens are things which 
can cause cancer in the human body. To some people TCE is a 
very frightful thing. 

The Stickney Well in North Reading was shut down about 10 
years ago because of TCE. This was about two years before the 
finding of TCE in the Chestnut Street Well in Wilmington, which 
was also shut down. The Stickney Well was the principal water 
supply for the town of North Reading. The Chestnut Street Well 
was one of several which supplies for the town of Wilmington. 

During the past month the North Reading paper has twice 
mentioned the Stickney Well, and attributed to it a part of its list 
of Wilmington caused woes, the latest of which is the 
Wilmington Housing Authority proposals for housing in the Lost 
Colony. 

According to that paper the TCE in that well comes from one of 
the industrial plants in Wilmington, off Fordham Road. 

The statement is ridiculous. 

But, by curious coincidence, the presence of TCE in North 
Reading water was discovered by the publisher of that paper. 
Albert Sylvia is a chemist, who is employed by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. He tests drinking water for 


inspection seems to have been made of the area between the 
bint pss suspenders seen so 

The well is al a quarter of a mile easterly, of the Fordham 
Road buildings. Much of the intervening area is wet swamp. The 
water drains toward Ipswich River, southeasterly. There is a 
gravel ridge in North Reading, between the well and the swamp, 
from pret operations. It is eight feet high, and a tenth of a mile 
from the Stickney Well. 

If someone were to dump 10 or 20 tons of TCE into the area 
outside those Fordham Road buildings some of that could 
eventually get into the swamp water. Then it would go 
southeasterly toward the Ipswich at a very low rate of speed. 

It is conceivable that some of the TCE would mix with the 
swamp water. Some might even reach the opposite shore, some 
hundreds of yards away. There the TCE would meet up with that 
gravel ridge, eight feet high and possibly 20 feet across. 

One can guess that then TCE found in both wells came as an 
aftermath of painting the buildings. In both instances this is not 
only possible, but plausible. No other answer seems to be. 

Yes, the Stickney Well bulking of brick, but the door is of 
steel and is painted.

That TCE was traced to the Stickney Well, and the well was 
shut down by the state. Since then it has never been in operation, 
and the town of North Reading has had a perpetual shortage of 
water. At the present time North Reading is buying water from 
Andover, and the cost is $500,000 a year. 

Shortly thereafter, in Wilmington, some west Wilmington 
residents became annoyed because there was iron ore (rust) in the 
water supplied by the town. They attended a selectmen's meeting 
with a sample, which someone slammed on the selectmen’s 
table. Fortunately the bottle did not break. 

Wilmington is one of the few communities in this 
commonwealth where the water department is independent of the 
rest of the town. The water department collects the water 
revenues, and uses those revenues for operations of the 
department. 

Only when there, is bonding for planned construction does the 
Wilmington Water Department have to go to town meeting, and 
then because the town meeting has to vote for those bonds. 

The water commissioners prepared plans for a water 
processing plant, to take the rust out of the water. The town 
meeting refused to bond that plant. 

Two years later TCE was discovered to exist in the Chestnut 
Street Well. That fact pushed the panic button for some of the 
voters. The commissioners sugnoeins: a change in the planned 
water processing by which TCE would be eliminated, as well as 
iron ore. The town meeting quickly approved the bonds that time. 

The water processing plant was constructed off Butters Row. 
The cost was $3.5 million. It was the first of its kind in the 
United States, able to remove TCE from groundwater. 

Last spring the town approved a second such processing plant, 
this time to cost $6 million, and to be located in North 
Wilmington. The plant is to be built to remove iron ore, but if any 
TCE should turn up the water department of Wilmington will be 
one step ahead in the game. 

Both the North Reading and Wilmington wells were 
constructed in old gravel pits. The North Reading well probably 
draws water from the same aquifer which services those of 
Reading, across the Ipswich River. 

The Wilmington chairman of the water board, an engineer, 
searched for a possible source of the TCE in the Chestnut Street 
Well. He could find none. 

What kind of a search was made for the North Reading well is 
not known to this paper. There was some speculation that TCE 
had come from the Fordham Road companies, a quarter of a mile 
or more, westerly, in Wilmington. There was also speculation 
that it had come from some of the homes on Redmond Road, half 
a mile northerly and easterly in North Reading. 

The Wilmington Board of Health, and state health officials, 
each working independently, inspected the Wilmington plant 
which was suspected. Reports say it was a thorough inspection, 
on each part. No possible source of TCE was found.

Editor's note: Mrs. Kelley is 
chairman of the Buzzell Senior 
Renovation Fund. The meeting she 
refers to was held on Tuesday at the 
Drop-in Center, At issue was the 
status of the renovation committee. 

Last summer, the Wilmington 
Council on Aging formed a 
renovation committee, gave it a life 
of six months, and voted Mrs. 
Kelley to head it. Subsequently, 
private organization was founde:

This 
organization sought and received 
tax-exempt status from the I.R.S. 

Margaret McNeill, chairman of 
the Council on Aging, raised the 
issue of the status of the renovation 
committee when she observed that 
more than six months had passed, 
which meant that the committee had 
expired, she felt.

Tewksbury Selectmen, acting as 
the board of public works, voted 
July 30 to hire the appraisal firm of 
Ken Harkins to review plans and 
assign values to several parcels of 
land the town will have to gain 
easements on for the construction 
of sewer extensions. The board 
acted on the recommendation of the 
Acting Supt. of Public Works Bill 
Burris in awarding the work to 
Harkins. 

According to Burris, Harkins can 
do the work for $3960. The price 
falls under the town's bylaw 
mandating that all contracts worth 
over $4000 be sent to public bid 
before being awarded. 

Harkins will review plans drawn 
up by the town's sewer consulting 
firm of Camp Dresser and McKee 
(CDM) and will assign a value to 
each parcel of land were the town 
must gain an easement in order to 
construct the fiscal year 1985 sewer 
project. CDM, according to Burris, 
has several plans already drawn up 
that Harkins can get a start on. 
CDM will prepare other plans by 
the time Harkins has finished 
reviewing the ones already 
finished. 

CDM will also supply Harkins 
with a deadline by which all 
easements must be finished so the 
town can move ahead and take the 
parcels, The deadline will assist the 
town in moving foward with the 
project so they can lock in state 
funding for the extensions. 

The board also voted to allow 
Burris to set up a meeting with 
State Hospital Supt. Tom Saunders 
to discuss an easement the town 
must gain through Hospital land in 
order to build a portion of one of 
the extensions, The easement will 
have to be granted by the 
legislature as the land is owned by 
the state, 

The exact location of the 
easement will be discussed at the 
meeting so the legislation can be 
properly worded before the town 
sends the bill to State Rep. Jim 
Miceli for filing in the House.

High blood cholresterol is a 
factor in atherosclerosis which 
could lead to heart attack or stroke, 
and it should be monitored, 
particularly for those with high 
blood pressure or heart disease. By 
modifying dietary and exercise 
habits, the patient may lower his or 
her cholesterol level and blood 
pressure significantly. Relaxation 
therapy can also be used to reduce 
coronary artery spasm (angina) 
which may lead to heart attack. 

Relaxation techniques, along with 
exercise, can be particularly 
helpful to those who are trying to. 
quit smoking or lose weight. 

For those who have not had a 
physical recently or those who are 
self-referrals, Dr.’ Thrall will 
conduct a basic physical to check 
the heart, lungs, blood pressure and 
abdomen to make a general 
assessment of the status. He 
will inform the. patients ‘of 
treatment available for their 
conditions and assess the risks for 


"We may be able to reduce or 
gradually eliminate the need for 
medications in many cases,” said 
dr. Thrall. “But the patient must be 
motivated to make lifestyle 
adjustments. Patients who will see 
great benefits from the 
non-traditional therapies, will be 
motivated to be responsible for 
their own health. The key to many

"With medical care becoming 
more expensive and complicated, 
people are looking for ways to play 
a role and share in ‘the 
responsibility for their own health 
care. Behavioral medicine 
represents a new phase in 
consumer-oriented medicine,” said 
Dr. Thrall. And its approach is the 
best of both worlds - the patient's 
motivation to make changes and 
take responsibility for his/her own 
health with the supervision of a 
physician.

Between the years of 1915 and 
1920 thousands of Armenians fl- 
ed a massacre by the Turks 
which took millions of their 
countrymen’s lives. Many of the 
refugees came to the United 
States and settled in, among 
other places, the Boston area 

One of the traditions they 
started in their adopted land 
was called the Homenetman, an 
athletic and scouting organiza- 
tion dedicated to enhancing the 
life of Armenian youths. 

Ara Demirjian's family fled 
Armenia to Syria, then 
emigrated to the United States 
where they settled in Woburn 

This year, Demirjian helped 
organize the Homenetmen 
premier event, the 17th inter- 
regional summer olympic 
games which took place at the 
Woburn High School athletic 
complex the first weekend in 
August 

Armenian youngsters from 12 
Homenetmen chapters of East 
ern U.S. and Canada gathered 
together at Connolly Stadium 
where they competed in track 
and field, tennis and soccer. 

Demirjian, a graduate of 
Woburn High and now a resident 
of Newton has been active in 
Homenetmen for the last three 
years and was recently elected 
chairman of Boston Chapter 

Demirjians wife, Rosemary, 
said she has helped Ara in every 
way possible. Rosemary said 
Homenetmen began with only a 
few states and provinces and 
then it started to grow 

Currently there are about 56 
chapters world wide, all of 
which are devoted to the same 
philosphy. ‘‘Homenetmen 
groups were formed so the 
Armenians could give their 
children and grandchildren a 
better life,” said Rosemary 

Rosemary said there is a 
large population of Armenians 
in the Boston area 

“They don’t want to lose their 
cultural heritage."’ She said that 
each year a different chapter 
hosts the summer games. “For 
example, last year it was held in 
New. Jersey. This year it was 
held in Woburn and next year 
who knows,"’ said Rosemary.

Seward: A man of gentle wit

Tucked ina quiet nook behind

“Because water regulates 
body temperature and prevents 
dehydration,” said John Lynch, 
M.D., “it’s important to have 
players stop frequently for 
water breaks.

Dr. John Lynch, an orthopedic 
surgeon at Melrose 
Wakefield'Hospital who is in- 
volved in sports medicine, was a 
guest lecturer at the hospital 
during a recent lecture entitled 
“The Savvy Coach.” 

During this first of a two part 
course, volunteer coaches from 
the area learned a number of 
useful tips that could help them 
prevent injuries to their team 
members. 

One of the first things a coach 
should do, according to a short 
film the doctor showed, is to get 
permission slips from all the 
parents for their children to be 
taken to a hospital for emergen- 
cy medical attention should they 
get injured and require im- 
mediate attention 

“Coaches should also know if 
any of their players have 
diabetes, epilepsy or asthma,” 
said Dr. Lynch. “Of course this 
won't prevent the child from 
participating, but it could be 
very usefulto know about should 
the child have a reaction."” 

Dr. Lynch noted that eighty 
percent of the time, when a 
sports injury occurs, the coach 
is the first person on the scene. 
He stressed the importance of 
always knowing where the 
nearest telephone is - and if a 
player is injured, the coach 
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tended to Mr. and Mrs. Mees of

“Vital Targets” scores a hit as first novel 


Eastern Mass. alive with intrigue 


By DAVID WELDON 


SARYSHAGAN, U.S.S.R. —In 
a concrete bunker at one of the 
Soviet Union's most top-secret 
defense installations, a Soviet 
Army lieutenant receives a 
high-security telephone call 
from the Kremlin. 

The general on the other end 
demands to speak with the 
base's Commanding officer, who 
is fetched immediately. 

The general instructs the base 
commander to open the top- 
secret instruetions he received 
earlier that day from the KBG. 
Inside are orders that the 10 
huge laser generators at the 
base, the most powerful in the 
world, be brought up to full 
power, and the full 500- 
megawatt capacity be aimed at 
four orbiting targets in space. 

The targets — four American 
Eagle-II surveillance satellites, 
used for monitoring Soviet 
military activity, which until 
now had been hidden in a fleet of 
decoy satellites orbiting the 
Soviet Union. 

The instructions are carried 
cut, and the four satellites 
suddenly fail. 


In Washington, panic im- 
mediately ensues among top 
defense personnel, who are not 
yet aware of the full con- 
Sequences of the attack 
consequences on which hangs 
the outcome of the upcoming 
Presidential election, and the 
national security of the country 
itself. 


The above scenario may 
sound like science fiction, but it 
is a lot closer to reality than 
most of us would think. 

At least that is the claim of 
Robert Chinchillo of Saugus, 
whose recently released novel, 
Vital Targets, paints the above 
scenario. 

For Chinchillo, Vital Targets 
marks his first attempt at 
publishing a novel, and an im- 
pressive start it is. 

Released in the beginning of 
July by Adams Press in 
Chicago, Vital Targets has not 
yet benefited from a serious 
review, and is only available 
locally in select bookstores, but 
Chinchillo hopes its primarily 
local settings will spark a large 
interest in the Boston area. 

Written as a series of short 
chapters, each involving a 
different setting, Vital Targets 
concerns a plot to put a senator 
from Massachusetts into the 
Oval Office by staging an in- 
ternational incident that will 
demonstrate the soft stance on 
defense of the president in 
power. 

Coupled with that is an epaally 
intriguing plot by the Soviet 
Union to capture control of the 
Persian Gulf oil fields, thus 
putting the United States and 
mary of its allies at the mercy of 
the USSR. 


The plot also deals heavily 
with the martial art of karate,

love interest sub-plot. 

Setting the stage for these 
national and world confronta- 
tions, Chinchillo routinely jumps 
the reader back and f¢ from 
Lynnfield to Moscow, to 
Lexington, to Los Angeles, to 
Wakefield, to Washington, D.C 
to Revere, to Dallas, to Marble- 
head. etc. 

Although it is Chinchillo’s first 
attempt at fiction, the story is 
original, well-written and sus- 
penseful, and rigidly holds the 
reader's interest to its powerful 
climax. 

Prior to Vital Targets, Chin- 
chillo’s only writing had been 
limited to a more technical na- 
ture, as part of his job as an en- 
fueue manager at Beyinoon 
in Bedford. “It was § disci- 
Pline, but not lor fiction 
writing,” he confesses. 

But Chinchillo is no stranger 
to his subject matter, as 
work involves missile defense 
systems for the Defense Depart- 
ment. 

While Chinchillo has taken, 
bys own admission, a few 
liberties in the technical aspects 
of his story, he pointed out that 
most of the military offensive 
and defensive systems dealt 
with in the story already exist, 
or are only a few years off. 

“When the President talks 
about ‘Star Wars,’ he's not 
talking about a few years from 
now + he's talking about now,” 
Chinchillo explained. 

For Chinchillo, his interest in 
writing a novel grew out of his 
enjoyment of reading the novels 
of a fellow North Shore resident 
— Lynnfield's Robert Parker, 
creator of the popular Spencer 
detective series.
